The Bishop considered our 
needs as well as the needs in surrounding parishes in order to determine 
how their gifts might be best utilized for the good of the diocese. 

Deacon Jim Scherr was assigned to the Cathedral parish (effective 
July 1, 2013). Jim and Barb have contributed greatly to the faith life at OBLH. 
They meet with families for baptismal class, teach RCIA, participate in 
liturgical ministries and help with marriage preparation by serving as a 
sponsor couple for engaged couples. Recently, Barb was named as the 
diocesan Victim Assistance Coordinator.
